— L. The British Government has for a long time 


been kindly appointing - qualified Professors of 


Smriti, Nyaya and other Hindu Shastras in the Calcutta Sanskrit College for 
preserving the purity of Hindu religious rites, customs, practices, etc., in the 
country. The students of these professors. are now to be found in every part 
of the country. Formerly Mabamahopadhyaya Bharat Chandra Siromani was 
Professor of Smriti in the Sanskrit College. When he retired Mahamaho- 


padhyaya Madhu Sudan Smritiratna took his place, and the latter, in his turn, 


was succeeded by Mahamahopadhyaya Chandra Kanta Tarkalankar. These 


great pandits were appointed by Mahamahopadhyaya Mahes Chandra 
Nyayaratna of sacred memory in whose time the: glory of the Sanskrit 
College used to be maintained by brilliant Sanskrit scholars like .Mahamaho- 

hyaya Kamakshyanath Tarkavagish, Mahamahopadhyaya Madhu Sudan 
mritiratna and Mahamahopadhyaya Chandra Kanta Tarkalankar. Hindus 


are guided by the dicta of the Smriti Shastra. Formerly they used 
to go to the it College to have all points of dispute relating to 


this Shastra settled. But unfortunately since the retirement of Maha- 
mahopadhyaya Mahes Chandra the authorities of the College have shown no 


inclination to appoint to the Professorship of Smriti the best man amongst the 
candidates for it. First of all, it was by a curious procedure that Pramatha- 
nath Tarkabhushan was — to the post. A notice was sent to a number 
of dits to the effect that on the Ist November 1899, an examination 
would be held of the candidates for it, and permission was given to great 
pandits like Harischandra Tarkaratna, Harinath Vedantavagish, Yajneswar 
Smrititirtha, Lalitmohan Smrititirtha and Ashutosh Smrititirtha for appearing 
in that examinafion. But suddenly this s ment was upset a day or 
two before the date of the examination, and Pramathanath Tarkabhusan was 
selected for the post. Many people at that time expected that Pandit Haris 
Chandra Tarkaratna would receive the appointment. He was then 40 or 42 
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ace. so that by this time he would have retired. But still a great 

Ait . have pr yea the Sanskrit College for so many years, Ne t, 
when Mahamahopadhyaya Haraprasad Shastri was Principal it was advertised. 
that a pandit capable of teaching Smriti sccording to the European system 
was required for the college. Many pandits at that time failed to comprehend 
the meaning of this advertisement, which, however, drew applications from 
many good pandits including some who had been candidates on the previous 
occasion also, But at last the appointment was given to Rajendra Nath 


Vidyabhushan, who had passed the Title examination on Smriti only the 
year before. : 


In the present time, Mahamahopadhyaya P 2 fs Nath Tarkavagish 
will soon retire, and it is not yet known who will succeed him. It is ramoured 


that a Professor of Smriti will be taken to fill the vacancy, that pandits Harish 


Chandra Tarkaratna, Durgasundar Smritiratna, Nrisinha prasad Smritibhushan, 
Sitikantha Vachaspati, Sashibhushan Smritirtha, Krishna Chandra Tarkalankar 
and Narayan Chandra Smrititirtha and many others have applied for the 
appointment, and that the choice now lies between pandit Nrisinha Chandra 
Smritibhushan and pandit Sitikantha Vachaspati. We beg to draw the notice 
of the Government and the Hon’ble Director of Public Instruction to the 
matter, If the work of teaching Smriti in the college can be managed with 
the existing two Professors of Smriti in it, it is useless to take another 
Professor for teaching the same subject. But if the work cannot be managed 
by them, a man more qualified than they are should be appointed. In 
conclusion, we beg to suggest that the appointment should be given, in

(2) Itis the talk of the town that a teacher of the school isin the habit of 
tenderly kissing little boys. We cannot believe that this scandal has not 
reached the ears of the Head Master. If he has heard of it, what steps has he 
taken in the matter? An enquiry should be instituted into it. We shall be 
glad to know that the rumour is false. 

_ (8) The students of the school are becoming unusually fond of amuse- 
ments. Recently, the Head Master gave some of them seven days’ leave for 
rehearsing ‘‘ Coriolanus”, which they were to play before Mr. Bradley-Birt. 
The guardians of the students were not consulted in the matter. The students 
could have expressed grief at the transfer of Mr. Bradley-Birt from Khalna by 
making speeches or reciting poems. The Head Master ought to know that the 
morals of young boys are likely to be tainted by theatrical performances.

Sir Lancelot has expressed satisfaction at the present financial prosperity 
of his Government as depicted in the last Budget.

It is the Imperial Treasury which still maintains the financial. credit 
of the Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam. Had not the money of 
the people of all India been spent to keep this Government alive, Sir 
Lancelot’s admirers would to-day have found no opportunity to sing pmans 
in praise of him. We do not, however, blame His Honour for his failure 
as an administrator in Eastern Bengal; for, the new province is so conditioned 
that it is impossible for any one to give its, administration a sound financial 
basis.

This is by no means a desirable 
state of things. Had non-official members * hand in the matter of distri- 
bution of expenditure, they would not have become subject to all sorts of 
drawbacks and inconveniences in their service to the country and also in 
budget debates. The Hon’ble Khan Bahadur further remarked, ‘Unless 
some change is made in its procedure the non-official members will always 
remain at a disadvantage. As matters stand, the time at their disposal is too 
short to enable them to give due consideration to the matters placed before 
them for discussion.” If independent opinions are expected from non-official - 
members they ought to be allowed sufficient time to think over the matters 
placed before them. The most serious matter in this connection is that 
“out of the current year’s estimated expenditure of Rs. 6,71,48,000, the 
members of the Finance Committee had to be consulted on the expenditure 
of only Rs. 5,96,999.” Such an arrangement serves only to reduce the 
usefulness of non-official members almost to nothing, and make their position 
ridiculous in the Council. His Honour Sir Edward Baker sought to explain 
the situation by saying that by far the largest part of the expenditure of 
Government is fixed and obligatory, and is not susceptible of modification.” 
But what is the harm in making the whole budget open to discussion. Such 
a step will encourage all non-official members in the discharge of their duty 
and give real worth to their position as councillors of the Government. The
